I allowed the 
matter to run for some time, and at 
last, getting a saucy answer in reply 
to a letter of mine asking for a 
settlement, I lost my temper and 
wrote the postmaster a letter, tell- 
ing him to hand the matter over to 
the leading attorney in the town 
for collection, no matt«r what the 
cost would be.

In 
f.ict, the attorney had a bill against 
me for ^'i5 more than he had 
collected, and that he (the post- 
master) had paid it and would look 
to me for the amount. 

1 hadn't 
instruct^Hl the postmaster to act as 
my ctishier, but, thinking that that 
was the Western way of it, and not 
caring to have the fintl postmaster 
lose the amount, I si'iit him a check 



Mr. Wallace Cook, of Long 
liranch, N. J.; and Miss Emma B.

-Mr. W^illace Cook first saw the 
litrht of day at I.ong liranch, N. J.

Then en- 
tered the New Jersey Deaf-Mute 
School, November 1st, 1888. 

At the age of twelve he was put 
in the High Cia.ss. Here he studied 
but did nothing in the way of learn- 
ing a trade until the following 
Spring, when he was put in the 
class iu carpentry. In the Fall of 
the .same year he decided to learn 
jnlnUng. At hrst he took very little 
interest even in this, but when Mr. 
(Tcorge S. Porter, a graduate* of Mr. 
Hodgson's printing oflice at. Fan- 
wood, was appointwi instructor in 
printing, Mr. Cook took a keen 
interest iu all the mysteries 
of printing, and soon became on. ,.i 
Mr. Porter's brightest boys ; in 1.. 
he mastered the trade. 

When heleftschool, easily secured 
a i>osition on the I^ong Hranch 
Ncirs, and aft*rwanls became the 
foreman of that paper. But his am- 
bition was still higher, and with a 
Mr. Woolly he went into partner- 
ship and started a job printing 
oflice in Long Branch. He paid 
stiict attention to business, and in 
less than two years bought Mr. 
W^oolly out, and continued the busi- 
ness for some time, until about a 
year or so ago, when he sold out ami 
accepted a v>o8ition with the 7' 
a first class printing establish;

Of (bmatinnH to the Home men- 
tion is made of Miss Kva Nutt., wlio 
l)re8onted a tlnely hand-(rarv(Ml wal- 
nut table, her own handiwork, also 
numerous articbw for kitchen use 
by the Ladi«*s' Aid Soiuety, of 
Oolumbus. 

Quite a sum was realized from 
the sale of |)oidtry, eggs and a calf, 
while the six pigs slaughtered last 
winter, furnished the meat> and lar<l 
for the llonu* np to the date of this 
report. 

In tlie way of live stoc^k and 
poultry, tlio Home now has 2 
horses, 2 cows, 2 heifers, I broad 
BOW, 8 shotes, 4 old an<l 19 young 
turkeys, and about 100 chickens. 

Nino tons of timothy hay was 
tiarvested the past year, and from 
the garden ir> bushels of onions, 30 
bushels potatoes, besides tln^ usual 
garden truck, though the garden was 
not as prod\ictive as last year, owing 
to dry weather. 

The Supei-inlendisnt ruinu^s the 
following most important, needs at 
present to (^arry on the institution 
successfully: 1st, sewerag<> system ; 
2d, Water supply 3d, Laundry; 
4lli, Hoofing for old buildings; r>th, 
Barn ; 0th, Fencing; 7th, tiling; Htli, 
walks and driveways; 9th, ice- 
house; loth, sewing machine. 

'I'he treasurer's report shows that 
the receipts for the year, including 
a balance of $092. OH on hand Au- 
gust 31, '98, were *2,2H8.or>, and the 
total expenditures for the same 
time, ♦1,197.03. There is a balance 
on hand of ^970. 72, and due on 
notes, »12().30 or a total of *109!.02. 
Among the larger items of ex|)ense 
were whol<*sale groceries. $108.21; 
retail groceries ♦104.34; salaries, 
»3ir..00; coal, *l22.7r).

A friend tolil liiin to ;;o 
lioiiie, raise a larger army, liuild a stronRer 
navy, and to renew tlie eontest. lie rei>lied, 
" Yes , and l)uild more and better school 
houses." This licilid, and in a few years 
was able to lead an eiliicn.tcd army in the 
Kranco-l'mssian war to a victory which 
established the (lerman uation and made 
liiin Knijieror of a larxe empire. Horace 
Mann was once asked why he devoted his 
life to tlie menial and iioorly [laiil work 
of teachiiiK, whc^n his intellect would nmki' 
him a fortune in other lines of ein|iloy- 
meiit. lie said, "IJecaus<' it is tlu? most 
imortant, resiionsible and honoralile work 
thatOod has Kiveii man." 

'I'he rajiid development and Krowtli of the 
Uiiitecl Statt^s sincHi IT.'^i lias been a matter 
of amazement to the older nations of the 
world. 'I'liis is triK^ in iilmoKt every feature 
of civilization, but in none has tin' siiriivi.se 
been ureati^' than t he one of general ediic.i- 
tioti. It was the most pnimincnt jirovision 
when the stall's ceded land to the tfeneral 
government that a portion of (he money 
from its sale should be set apart for a per 
maiient school fiiiid. And wlieii the north- 
west territory was oinMiiized in 17S7, it. was 
emphatically stated (hat •'schools and the 
means of education shall forever be provid- 
ed." Not only that, but the people have 
seen (It to snpplcmi'iit all these Kenciiil 
funds by (fixes levied upon themselves mid 
by themselves nntil the op|ioitiiiii(,y of a 
free education is placiMl before l^V(M•y youth 
of the United States. And not only that, 
but striiiKenI' laws have been enairtcd t.o 
compel every child to accept tlii^ opportu- 
nity. 

'I he defective clanseH liave not Iiecd) neK- 
lected in this wide provision for education. 
'I'lu^ deaf and the liliiid lire bcneliciarics. 
All over our country we liiid ins, it lit iiuuil 
schools supporteil at hirne cxpeii.se, Itis 
surety a nre.it lountry wherein theiicoplc 
Ko down iiitot heir own pockets, voliintiirily, 
to make liajipy I he heart and lo cnliKliteii 
the niimlN ol those who would otherwisi' be 
heljiless. The people of ( )hlo lire to be liinh 
ly coniniended foitlieir libenilily ill proviil- 
liiKsiicli ample means or educating and inir- 
iiiK for those ilefectiveK. The only limitii 
tioii they a.ik for, istlie needs of t lie children. 
And as the Kieat State has adviiiiccd in 
wealth, power and Intelligence, she lias 
lenKdiened her arm and opened her hand 
to her institutions. 

Knowing full well that the people are 
willing thai, we should take advanced steps 
inediicaiinj; l.lii' deaf and that they wish 
only to ^et value received for any outlay of 
money, we have soni/lit to erect a larKcr 
mid better edillce for the Sidiool. In the 
early days of my adminislratiiin, I thiuiKht 
the proper tiling tii do was to liny ii hiiwe 
aereaKe of land ill the coiintry and build 
thereon a new institution. When the time 
eume to make a decision, I carefully made 
an iiivestij^atioii of what my illustrious 
predecessors of loiiK expeileiK-e had said 
upon thi,s question. I found that it had 
been ably discuissed in s«>vera.l annual re- 
ports prior to the erection of the lu'vv build 
iiiK in IH((4. And in each ciise the siipeiiii- 
lendcnt had taken the position that the 
present site is ])refei'able to any one that 
could be selected outside of the city, and 
good (Will siilllcient reasons were nlven why 
this is true. 

The more 1 rellected upon this subject, 
the less eiithusiasni I had for a new insi.itu 
tion ; and the more I compared the expense 
of maintainiiiK similar institutions on a 
farm witli the expense of niMintainin^i; this 
one, the sniiiller the econoniic side ^rcw. 
When we take intii consideration that the 
children are not here during the farming 
season of the year, and that they are in 
school and shop diirinif the days when 1 hey 
are here, we will see how little they could be 
dependcil upon to make a farm prolitable. 
Wu, therefore, decided U> ask the licyisla 
tiire to enlarKe our facilities mi our present 
Kronnils. This beliiK purely ,i school, and 
education bciiiK the liiKliesI object of the 
foundation of the Institution, it easily fol- 
lowed that the school liuildiiiK slionid be 
larger and b(a,tcr in every way. 

We asked the I/enislature for an appro 
priatioii to erect, a new school biiildiiiK and, 
thanks tot heir Kcnerosity, we had no trouble 
In securinn the appropriation desired. The 
next thiiiK '" order were the plans for the 
building. We were fort uniitc in the selcc- 
t.ioii of architects 1111)11 of liiwih chaiacrter 
and honor and feel sure that when you 
have in«|M>eted the biiildinK, you will a^ree 
tliiit It is well arriiiim'd in all of itsde|iart 
ments and abundantly eiiiiipped with new 
mid iinportiant features. Not n chauKe has 
bi^i'ii made from the acci'pted plans. 

We hope this building may lie an inspirii 
tion to those who teach in it to do better 
work for the children, and we hope it will 
likewise inspire the ehililren lo increiise 
thinr elTorts to advance theirown intellec- 
tual mill moral interests. It briiiKs new 
responsibilities. Much more will be ex- 
pected of us. As the principal of (he school 
well said in the teachers' meetini.; lust week, 
those hinh towers niea.n that we should 
aim liiKlier and those wide halls mean that> 
we should be broader. KnlarKiUK upon his 
beaiitifnl /Inure of speech, the «ymn,'isiiini 
indicates we should be stronger, the baths 
and swimminu pools mean t.lint we should 
be purer, and the art ilepartnient that wc 
should be more perfect in all our work. 

We t lieiefore, (^ome to you to-day with 
ne\V hope, new inspiration, and with a 
determination to repay lo the generous 
people of the State of (')liio all (hey Iimvc 
Kiven ns by retnrninu llieir idiildren ns 
well educated and well fitted for Kood 
citizenship as we can have them .

Mr. S. U. Davidson suggested 
that those non-members present, 
who may wish, he given an op- 
Y)ortunity to Join the liranch at once, 
in order that they nmy take part in 
its business. To this the Chair 
replied that he understood the meet- 
ing to he a public one, a general 
invitation to attend having been 
sent out, and, as such, it might be 
better to imparl all the information 
possil>le before expecting an in- 
crease in memliirship. 

Rev. Mr. Koehler then detailed 
his idea of Local Branches, which he 
was first to advocate, at the last 
Scifinton nu'cting, their chief points 
being to stimulate local interest in 
the Society, to obtain new mem- 
bers, to perpetuate membership, 
and to arouse interest iu th«> Home 
project with an endeavor to ad- 
vance it whenever pos.sible. It was 
for the Branch to tiecide on ways 
and means, and he, in common with 
others, wanted to learn what they 
were to be. By joining the Branch, 
one would thus become a member 
of the Society. His membership 
fee will not be used by the Branch, 
but sent intact to the Treasurer of 
the Society, who is required to turn 
one half of it over to the Home 
Fund and the other half into the 
general expense fund. 

No dues other than the annual 

membership dues of the Society are 

required of members of the Branch. 

(Tentlemen pay one dollar, and 

ladies fifty cents. 

A reecsH was then taken, during 
which the following persons joined 
the Society: Washington Houston, 
Julius Brenneisen, Williiim Magin- 
nis and Miss Katie Eisele. 

After recess, Mr. R. M. Ziegler 
spoke on the pi ogress of the Branch 
idea in the State, their \isefulness 
to the Society, and of the earnest 
efforts of the Society to establish 
the proposed Home. He mention- 
ed a number of ways by which the 
Branch could give the project sub- 
stantial assistance, such as socials, 
lectures, excursions, et cetera. 

Mr. Washingiou Houston jnit in 
a few good words for the Home pro- 
ject, referring also to Gallaudet 
llome, of New York. 

Chairman Koehler here took oc- 
casion to say that the Gallaudet 
Home was distinctly a church home, 
while the I'ennsylvania Home is to 
he ijon-sectarian.

Though Mr. Parks had 
much land, slaves (o1"n<ls his fields 
of grain and tobac<'o, he nor his 
family sliowc<l any desire \xi live up 
to the custom of (h<i time, and (heir 
manners and habits apiieait'd a( 
leas( a century behind thai age. 
.My father's farm was on the south 
side of Mr. Park's farm, ami inyHeK 
and brother often worked or linnled 
with the sons of Qiiiiit^en Parks. 

f)ne of his sons, a boy about 
thirteen years old, who was about 
my age at that (ime, was deaf. 

" Hilly Parks," as he was called, 
was an exccedin^jly (iriglit boy and 
a general favorile with all who 
knew him. I5\' Tncarifl of easily 
comphrehensible signs of his own 
invenlion, there were but few, if 
any, who knew him, but could hold 
long eon versalifins with him on any 
subject widi perfect understanding. 

\Vm. Austin, Sr., whose farm 
joined my falher's farm on tin; 
wMithwest, would often by the aid of 
his riding switch Indd long convi-r- 
salions with Billy. .Mr. Austin was 
an aristoi'iatie planter, —rich in 
land and siav<ts and one of (he mos( 
[irominent men of the commnnity 
at that time. Vears before [ kiu'w 
him he ha<I, for Home cause un- 
known to me at this (ime, had his 
right h'g anifiutaled hear the hip 
join(, biK the way he wore his cloth 
iiig ma<le the ani|iuta(ion n|i)S'ai 
al)Oii( one lialf way between (he hip 
and knee joint. IVfr. Austin always 
wore dark gi'ay troiisiTs, a bbu-k 
cutaway coat, a planter's hal, and 
rode a large black hors<' wi(li his 
eru(«-licH hung b>' lo<i|is on the side 
of his saddle, and eit her inoniif ed or 
disnioiinU'd leaned his Ixwly (..«( I he 
left side. He was remarkably fond 
of the company of small boys, and 
was never known to passtheni with- 
out having something pleasanl Ut 
say to them.
